Stitute only a very small fraction of 
the places to which men go for liq- 
vor and they are ready with statis- 
ties of appalling abuses. 

Even the most earnest anti-Prohi- 
bitionists are in agreement as to the 
need of reform and the anti-Prohi- 
bitionists have become the principal 
reformers.

RESTRICTED HOURS. 

The only hours recognized by the 
law during which drinks can be sold 
are from noon until 2:30 p.m. and 
frum 6 o'clock until 10 p.m. And 
these hours are recognized by the 
people, too. After all, given six 
and a half hours a day, the most 
devoted son of Bacchus can assimi- 
late as much liquor as he needs. 
If not he can have some at home. 
It's very simple. 

Of course, if he goes to the the- 
ater, he faces the prospect of having 
a rather parched time of it after- 
wards. And his only between-the- 
acts opportunity comes after act one. 
But even Bacchus himself would 
probably admit the 10 o'clock clos- 
ing law was a good thing for him, 
especially if he had to get down to 
the office in the morning. The last 
drink at 10 gives him an oppor- 
tunity for a good night's sleep, to 
prepare him for the next day’s bout 
with booze, and while there's noth- 
ing to be had to cheer him on his 
way to work, he can always look 
forward to the opening of the pub“ 

at noon. Even this, by the way, is 
revolutionizing upward certain Brit- 
ish workmen who used to regard 
it their inalienable right to stop 
work at 10 a.m. for the half hour in 
which to begin their daily drunk. 

When the “pubs” open, they do 
a rushing business. There isn't much 
lingering at the bar, however. The 
crowd is too great. A man takes 
his drink and moves off, making way 
for the next customer. Sometimes 
in order to’ get elbow room with his 
drink he edges off inte the street. 
This has necessitated putting up 
signs. especially in the suburbs: 
Drinking not allowed outside these 
premises. 

There are not men only in the 
pubs,“ but women and children as 
well. Admiral Hall (probably the 
most popular officer in the British 
navy's history) has said, in pictur- 
ing the plans for reform:

PUBLIC BAR CHEAPEST. 


The public bar is the cheapest. 
For instance a glass of Scotch might 
be purchased there for 18 cents: in 
the private bar it would be 20 cents; 
in the saloon bar, 24 cents, and in 
the “lounge” 32 cents. 

It would be the same drink in 
each case, but the tariff would vary 
in accordance with one’s pocket- 
book. Usually there is not much 
difference in aspect between a pubs 
ue and private bar, except that the 
private has a bench where one 
can sit down. The saloon bar usu- 
ally has comfortable chairs and 
little tables. The lounge“ is gen- 
erally an adjoining room, in which 
one is served by a waiter.

ORIGIN OF THE BALDWIN. 

The Baldwin apple was named for 
its originator, Col. Loammi Baldwin, 
sometimes called the Father of Civil 
Eygineering in America, and the 
father of Loammi Baldwin, who was 
engineer of the old dry dock at the 
Charlestown navy yard. Col. Bald- 
win was born at New Bridge, North 
Woburn, Jan. 21, 1745, and upon the 
breaking out of the revolution, en- 
listed in the ment of foot com- 
manded by Col. Samuel Gerrish and 
later om was colonel of the same 
regiment. He was honorably dis- 
charged about 1777 on account of ill 
health. He was the first Sheriff 
of Middlesex after the adoption of 
the Constitution in 1780 and one of 
the original corporators and propri- 
etors of the Middlesex Cana Col. 
Baldwin was always much interested 
in farming and the cultivation of 


it. 

The “Baldwin” apple was found 
by Col. Loammi ldwin when 
surveying near the bounds of Wu⸗- 
mington, Burlington and Woburn. 
He took scions from the trees and 
grafted them into Stocks of his on. 
At first the apples were called by 
many “Butters” apples, from the 
name of the owner of the land 
where the original tree was found, 
and also “Woodpecker” apples by 
others, and later Baldwin.“ —IBos- 
ton Transcript.

thrown off in localized fields by qur 
own atmospheric disturbances. In 
1901 he conducted a series of ex- 
periments to ‘establish the accuracy 
ef this theory. He failed in the at- 
tempt, but he attributes the fallure 
to the inadequacy of the instruments 
then available to record the sun 
electric impulses, greatly dimin- 
ished, aa they theoretically were, by 
the gaseous tenuity of the outer sur- 
face of the earth’s atmosphe 

But the developments of 
telegraphy, with the greatly er- 
hanced delicacy of instruments ‘now 
in use, has changed all that. So M 
Nordmann remains fully convinced 
that the mysterious Marconi signals 
were the electric sun waves.—{Sun

“Chu Chin Chow” seems to have, 
a corner on all kinds of entertain- 
ment. It has flery sex drama, and 
comedy, and a ballet, plus special- 
ties, incidental music, and gorgeous 
spectacular stage settings. So 
there's nobody who can't find some- 
thing to like about it. i 

Of course, whenever London Hkes 
a ing, it likes it, and “Chu Chin 
Chow" has been running in London 
nearly five years—ever since, in fact, 
the late dear old ir Herbert Tree 
grudgingly. after many refusals, let | 
the author, Oscar Asche, who, you 
remember, created “Kismet,” take 
a whirl at producing the show in hie 
theater. 

Even the war couldn't stop Chu 
Chin Chow,” and when many of the 
theaters were closed. due to fear oi 
sir raids, this merely 
shut up shop at night And ran in 
the affernoon. 

On Oct. 15, 1920, all records for 
long runs of plays went Blithely b) 
the board. The show entered it» 
1467th performance. “ 

The run started Aug. 31, 1916. The 
show is still going strong as ever. 

“Charlie's Aunt" had held the cup 
for several years previous, witb 
1466 London performances. But that 
was way back twenty years ago. 
and no newcomer had ever been 
able to top it until “Chu Chin Chow” 
stepped in. New York’s record is 
something like two years. The run 
started Oct. 22, 1917, with the play 
on the road ever since. 

“Do we really ever grow up?“ 
That's the question you ask your- 
ger when you find that the mi- 
lions who loved the Arabian Nights 
tale are also crazy about the spec- 
tacular drama “Chu Chin Chow.’ 
pwhich is based on the old story told 
by the seductive lady of the harem 
to her lord. who holds the long dis- 
tance, high-power championship fo: 
irascibliiity and impulsive action 
toward wives. 

UNDYING THEME. 

The bartering away of a beautiful 
‘girl in love with some poor but 
honest and good-looking youth. hae 
been the theme of famous stories 
out of number, with “Ali Baba and 
the Forty Thieves" maybe the moth- 
er of them all. That was the theme 
in part of the story of the little 
mountain girl in Griffith's “Intoler- 
ance.“ and whether vou remember 
anything else of the Babylonian epi- 
sode or not, yoh're going to remem- 
ber Constance Talmadge in the slave 
market. 

Then there are the buckets of 
tears you shed over Eliza being sold 


down the river in “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin.” And suddenly a few years 
ago, proclaimed as the

great American drama, “The Great 


Divide,“ with its heroine won in a 


fight. 

Following this came “The Girl of 
the Golden West,“ with the girl win- 
ning her freedom in the pokergame. 


And now there's “Chu Chin Chow,” 
with practically the same characters 
and action—the lovely slave girl, in 
iove with a poor but bandsome 
youth, her cruel master, the attempt 
to sell the girl, her escape, etc., ail 
old with the gorgeous trapping and 
mystic atmosphere of the Far East. 


I wonder, indeed, why more of 
these wondrous tales of the 
so full of drama and color and 
mystery and naive human nature, 
aren't put into form for the stage. 
temember the wonderful success of 
“Kismet,” of “The Wanderer,” and 
even the more or less cold and 
talky “Omar the ‘Tent Maker.“ 


Certainly the Orient, 
amell, is the most wondertul place in 
the world as drama background. 
There are scores of marvelous ef- 
fects in “Chu Chin Chow.” Take 
the dance of the wild desert women 
in the slave market, for instance. 
This promises great beauty and fresh 
sensation. Then there is the gor- 
geous robbers’ cave with its wealth 
ot sparkling jewel treasure. And 
chere are spectacular ballets, an 
oriental fashion show, with any num- 
per of additional sideshows in the 
way of features, like the Japanese 
show girls, of whom more anon. 

As for the central characters who 
furnish the drama, there is Abu 
Hasan, alias Chu Chin Chow. He 
is the oriental edition of Raffles, the 
sentieman burglar, the king-pin 
robber of his day. Then th are 
two brace of lovers. Besides the 
beautiful slave girl adored of the 
peor youth; there's the sippy lady 
whose lover is chained with gold in 
the robber’g cave until she liber- 
ates him. 


Also there are a couple of sets of 
sub-lovers, so to speak, a good deal 
of the comedy being supplied by the 
affair of the mean merchant's fat 
middle-aged wife with the drunken 
Ali Baba, who has a skinny wife 
from whom he can't escape.

IS ANGRY AT

Has Reached Limits of Con- 
| cession Regarding Disposi- 
tion of German Cables.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — The 
American government has about 
reached the limit of the conces- 
sions it is willing to make to the 


Allied and associated powers with 
regard to the disposition of the 
former German cables, it was made 
known today by one of the Ameri- 
can commissioners to the Interna- 
tional Cammunications Conference 
now in session here. 

The commissioner said the nego- 
tiations had been dragging for 
some time without any immediate 
indication that an agreement would 
be reached. 

Officials would not attempt to in- 
dicate what would follow the break-

TRY TO SOLVE 
MINE PROBLEM. 


Government Should Recog- 
nize It as Part of Industry. 


BY DAVIS EDWARDS. 
\{SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
LONDON, Nov. 19.—The greatest 
industrial problem in the United 
Kingdom is that of the miners. 
Many propositions have been worked 
out for its solution. 


Now comes one which the promo- 
tors call industrial democracy, a 
term borrowed from that celebrated 
American indstrial thinker, John 
Leitch, and there are many experts 
on both sides of the fence who be- 
lieve that it will be the one to be 
adopted. 
MAY BE COMPROMISE. 
Perhaps it will be the compromise 
between private ownership and na- 
tionalization which it has been said 
must be found and found quickly if 
a straight Socialist experiment is to 
be avoided in Great Britain. The 
skeleton of the — follows: 


(1.) For the purpose of effictent 
operation each geological mining 
area shall be considered as autono- 
moug administratively, 

(2.) In each of these areas a 
branch of a bank, to be formed by 
the M.F.G.B., shall be established, 
hereinafter referred to as the 
Producers’ Bank. The government 
shall recognize this bank as an in- 
tegral part of the mining industry 
regarded as a producer of wealth, 
and representing its credit. It shall 
ensure its affiliation with the clear- 
inghouse. 

ONE VOTE EACH. 

(3.) The shareholders of the 
bank shall consist of all persons en- 
gaged in the mining industry, ex- 
officio, whose accounts are kept by 
the bank. Each shareholder shall 
be entitled to one vote at a share- 
holders’ meeting. 

(4.) The bank as such shall pay 
no dividends. 

(5.) The capital already invested 
in the mining properties and plants 
shall be entitled to a fixed return of, 
say, 6 per cent, and, together with 
all freeW capital, shall continue to 
carry ith it all the ordinary privi- 
l ot capital administration other 

n e-fixing. 

(6.) The boards of directors shall 
make all payments of wages and sal- 
aries direct to the Producers’ Bank 
in bulk. | 

(7.) In the case of a reduction in 
cost of working. one-half of such re- 
duction shall be dealt with in the na- 
tional credit account, one-quarter 
shall be credited to the colliery own- 
ers and one-quarter to the Pro- 
ducers’ Bank. 

JOINTLY FINANCED. 


(8.) From the setting to work of 
the Producers’ Bank all subsequent 
expenditure on capital account shall 


Owners and the Producers’ Bank, in 
the ratio which the total dividends 
bear to the total wages and salaries. 
The benefits of such financing done 
by the Producers’ Bank shall accrue 
to the depositors 


(1.) The government shall require 
rom the colliery owners a quar- 
terly, half-yearly or yearly statement, 
properly kept and audited, of the 
cost of production, including all divi- 
dends and bonuses. 

(2.) On the basis of this ascer- 
tained cost, the government shall by 
statute cause the price of domestic 
coal to be regulated at a percentage 
of the ascertained cost. 

BEAR SAME RATIO. 


(3.9 This price (of domestic coal) 
shall bear the same ratio to cost as 
the total national consumption of 
all description of commodities does 
to the total national production of 
credit, i.e., price per ton equals cost 
per ton plus cost value of total con- 
sumption and equals money value 
of total production.

BRITISH RIGHTS ARE 
QUESTIONED IN COURT. 


WHAT COMES UNDER EXIST- 
ING TREATIES IS BEING 
REVIEWED IN CASE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — The 
question of whether existing treaties 
between the United States and Great 
Britain secure to British subjects re- 
siding in a British dependency the 
right of inheritance of lands in the 
United States is involved in a case 
now before the Supreme Court. So- 
licitor-Genera! Frierson and the At- 
torney-General of Kansas have 
joined in submitting briefs attempt- 
ing to show that no such right ex- 
ists. ; 

Claim for part of the estate of the 
late Peter Martin of Saline county, 
Kansas, valued at $50,000, entered 
by British consular officials in behalf 
of Jane Kidd, a relative of the de- 
ceased, who lives in Canada, pre- 
cipitated the suit, the lower courts 
upholding her right to participation. 

When the case was argued in 
April, 1920, the Supreme Court or- 
dered that it be brought to the gov- 
ernment’s attention, as involving 
possible relations with another na- 
tion, 

Solicitor-General Frierson con- 
tended that the British-American 
treaty of 1899, which is the only 
one touchi on the case, expressly 
stipulated that the rights secured 
would not obtain for ‘foreign pos- 
sessions or dependencies” of the sig- 
natories unless notice was given in 
each case. 

“It is proper to state

In such places, the letter points

Camel s Skeleton in Museum, 
ERelic of an Effort. 


Secretary Davis’ Attempt to 
Solve Problem a Fiasco. 


Imported Animals for 2 
Truns portation. 


[BY A. P. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26. — The 
skeleton of a camel which stands in 
a case at the National Museum here 
constitutes the sole relic of two ship- 


loads of camels brought from the 
Far East in the “fifties” while Jef- 
terson Davis was Secretary of War 
in an effort to solve the problem of 
transporting military supplies be- 
tween the Mississippi River and the 
posts scattered across the western 
deserts. 

Hostility of native mule drivers 
to the “ships of the desert” and the 
beginning of the Civil War are as- 
signed by government authorities as 
the reasons for the failure of the 
effort to utilize camels as burden 
carriers over the western plains, ; 

OFFICIAL HISTORY. 

Dr. Charles C. Carroll of the De- 
partment of Agriculture has writ- 
ten an official history of the impor- 
tation of camels. He says the idea 
of transplanting the beasts to Amer- 
ica originated with the Spanish after 
the conquest of South America and 
toward the end of the sixteenth 
century they were introduced into 
Peru. The camels were not looked 
upon with favor by the ruling offi- 
cialis, however, and they dwindled 
away. Some camels also were trans- 
ported to Virginia from Guinea in 
1701, but there is no authentic ree- 
ord of the enterprise except that it 
failed. 

Transportation troubles during the 
stubborn Indian war in Florida 
caused Maj. George H. Crosman to 


tor military purposes, but nothing 
came of the plan. 

Some years later Maj. Henry C. 
Wayne suggested te the War Depart- 
ment and to members of Congress a 
plan for government importation. 
His ideas were indorsed by Jeffer- 
son Davis, then chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, and after 


under President Pierce he pressed 
the project. Finally, in December, 
1854, Congress approved an amend- 
ment by Senator Shiels of Illinois 
to the annual army appropriation 
bill providing $30,000 “to be er- 
pended under the direction of the

purposes.” 
ROUNDS UP CAMELS. 


Secretary Davis at once sent Maj. 
Wayne to the Levant to round up 
the camels, the Secretary of the 
— placing at the disposal of Mr. 
Davis the storeship Supply, with her 
crew, under the command of Lieut. 
David H. Porter (afterward Ad- 
miral Porter.) It was ordered that 
the ship land at a Texas port as it 
was sup the climate there 
would more resemble that of the 
Far East. 

Maj. Wayne and Lieut. Porter 
bought their first animal in Tunis 
in August and upon applying for a 
permit to bring the camel away the 
Key of Tunis presented to the Unit- 
ed States two other animals, one of 
which finally became the veteran of 
the American herd. 


DECLINE PRESENTS, . 
The ship then went to Constan- 
tinople, where the officers declined 
an offer of the Sultan of Turkey to 
present four camels to the United 


States because it was found the ant- 
mals would have to be brought from 
Asia and the officers did not want 
to wait for them. The Supply went 
from Constantinople to Alexandria, 
Egypt, where it was proposed to 
purchase ten dromedaries and thirty 
camels, but “red tape” so disgusted 
the Americans that they loaded three 
dromedaries and made ready to sail. 
Before leaving, however, they se- 
cured six fairly good The 
ship sailed with nine dromedaries 
and the camel presented by the Bey 
of Tunis, the two others obtained in 
Tunis having been sold to a Turk- 
‘sh buteher for $44 after they were 
found to have signs of itch, 

Gwyn H. Heap was sent on ahead 
to Smyrna and when the Supply ar- 
rived at that point the remaining 
camels were found assembled. Mr. 
Heap had purchased them at prices 
ranging from 3100 to $400. 

The voyage home was begun on 
Feb. 15, 1856, with thirty-three ani- 
mals, nine dromedaries, or runners, 
twenty-three camels of burden, and 
one calf. Six Arabs were 
to go along with the animals ag it 
was thought they would prove useful 
in their Management. A Turk was 
employed as a “camel M. D.“, but 
his medical services were dizpensed 
with after it was found that his 
eure for a cold was a piece of cheese; 
for swelled legs tea mixed with gun- 
powder, and for trifling complaints. 
tickling the animal's nose with a 
chameleon’s tail. 

The cargo landed at Indianola, 
Tex., May 14, 1856, and the beasts 
were taken by easy stages to San 
Antonio, 120 miles away, where 
Maj. Wayne planned to establish a 
camel ranch and to attempt the 
breeding of the animals, but Secre- 
tary Davis instructed him to find 
out whether the animals were adapt- 
ed to military uses. 

ANIMALS SATISFACTORY. 

Maj. Wayne found the animals 
highly satisfactory for the purposes 
gor which they were secured and as 
something over $20,000 of the orig- 
inal appropriation remained, Lieut. 
Porter was sent for another ship- 
load. The Sultan of Turkey gave 
six dromedaries which were included 
in the lot of forty-one animals land- 
ed at Indianola Feb. 10. 1857. The 
camels were taken to Camp Verde, 
which had been established as the 
camel station, Five of the first had 
died, one it was said from blows re- 
cetved from a mule driver. 

The Senate in February, 1857, at. 
rected the Secretary of War to make 
a report on the camel experiment, 
which was done, and John B. Floyd, 
who became Secretary of War under 
President Buchanan, continued to 
urge buying of more camels, saying 
in his annual report of 1858: — 

“The experiments thus far made 
—and they are pretty full—demon- 
strate that camels constitute a most 
useful and economic means of trans- 
portation for men and supplies 
through the great deserts and barren 
portions of our interior. 

Secretary Floyd recommended

Cor- 
rosion of plates is caused from the 
water used, which is not chemically 
pure and which contains the metals 
of the pipes through 
which it passes. One cause of bat- 
tery trouble and which the novice 
finds hardest to locate is when the 
positive and negative plates are re- 
versed. A battery can be ruined in 
short order in this manner. There 
is one quick way to test this, and 
that ia by sticking @ potato on the 
terminal. The positive wire will 
turn the potato green at once.”

financial control coupled with the 
known conservatism of the Morgan- 
Du Pont interests. It is admitted that 
the speculative nature of General 
Motors stock in past years was but 
a natural development, owing to the 
fact that in the financing;sof the 
corporation's expansion t was 
necessary for Mr. Durant to rely al- 
most wholly upon public support, 
not any fixed group of bankers or 
financial pewers. 

The rise of W. C. Durant as t 
master mind of organization and 
production in the automobile indus- 
try is probably the most u- 
lar in ‘the history of American in- 
dustry. His entry into the auto- 
mobile field was in 1904, when he 
adapted the Buick farm motor to the 
propulsion of the Durant-Dort car- 
e. Which was then manufactured 
in Flint, Mich. In 1908 he organ- 
ized the General Motors Company 
— at the time of his retirement 
from the corporation ris week he 
left in the hands ot others a cor- 
poration with authorized capital of 
$1,000.000,000, the second largest in- 
dustrial] organization in the world. 

QUITE A JUMP. 

The original company was really 
the carriage company, which started 
with a capital of $2000. Mr. Durant 
was born in Boston, Dec. 8, 1861. 
His mother was a daughter of H. H. 
Crapo, fourteenth Governor of Mich- 


wan. He came with his parents to 
Michigan at the age of 9, where 
they settled two yeoss later in Flint. 
At 17 he start as an emploree of 
1 ndfathers lumber mill and 
„ had shown his capahilities as

Jn 
heavily infested coops it is not unusual for 
the chickens to become droopy and weak, 
with pale comb and wattles. Setting hens 
desert their nests and thus ruin the eggs 
or, as it often the case, are found dead on 
the nest, being killed outright by the at- 
tack of thousands of mites. In extreme 
cases a considerable number of fowls suc- 
cumb, even though not setting, and all are 
so weakened as to be very susceptible to 
various diseases. 

Owing to the fact that mites feed during 
the night and secrete themselves in cracks 
and crevices during the day, their presence 
very often is overlooked until a very heavy 
infestation has developed. In such cases 
they should be attacked energetically. Al- 
though not hard to kill, the greatest obsta- 
cle is the difficulty of reaching 
their hiding places. Dust baths will not 
control them, as, at most, only the few 
which. remain on the chickens during the 
day win de destroyed. 

The first step necessary to destroy the 
mites ig to get rid of the hiding places so 
The roosts should be 
taken down and all unnecessary boards and 
boxes removed. In heavily infested houses 
the mites are to be found in all parts of the 
building; including the roof. Where they 
are less numerous the infestations usually 
are confined to the roosts and nests and the 
walls immediately adjacent. For small 
coops a hand atomizer will suffice for ap- 
plying insecticides as sprays, but for larger 
houses a bucket pump, knapsack sprayer, 
or barrel pump is desirable. A rather 
coarse spray should be applied from all an- 
gies and thoroughly driven into the cracks. 
The floor also should be treated, as many 
mites fall to the floor when the roosts are 
being removed. Many good commercial 
sprays are used for mites. 

Crude petroleum is effective, retaining 
its killing power for several weeks. It will 
spray better if thinned with one part of 
kerosene to four parts of crude oil. At this

This action was 
opposed by A. W. Morrill, former State 
en who carried his idea to Los 
Angeles, where he aroused much interest 
among Southern California cotton growers. 
Morrill’s idea appears to be that by des 
ing the scrubby habitat of the pseudo 
weevil in the hills, the bug thus is com- 
pelled to migrate to the lowlands and to 
the domestic fields, where it has . fullest 
room for development and expansion. At 
the meeting of the International Cotton 
League of the Southwest in Los Angeles, 
the situation was taken up. At that time. 
members Kimball and Robinson of the Ari 
zona State Board of Horticulture appeared 
to make emphatic denial that Arizona in 
any way was failing to stand as a bulwark 
against the passage of the weevil or of the 
cotton worm. All importation of seed is 
forbidden in Arizona, and there even has 
been inspection of the baggage and bedding 
of arriving cotton gone to * against 
the coming ot the pes 

There is local — that me entoma 
logical invader can be kept within bounds, 
though it may be found nesessary-to destroy 
much cultivated cotton.

It would 
not be worth our time to go into all the 
different breeds evolved but it will be in- 
teresting to know something of those found 
in Southern California. 

Among the breeds which have played a 
great part toward building up the industry 
in this section we find the Toggenburg, the 
Saanen, the Nubian and the Angora. The 
Toggenburg and the Saanen are improved 
varieties that have been developed from 
the alpine goat of Switzerland. 

The Toggenburg is a horniess breed 
originating at Canton St. Gallen. Some- 
times horns appear in the breed, although 
this is accounted for by the fact that the 
law of atavism has stepped in and caused 
the reversion to the early type from which 
the breed sprang. The color of the Tog- 
genburg is light or rather dark drab, per- 
haps better described as mouse color with 
white or grayish-white markings. A streak 
of white is evident on each side of the face 
and running down to the muzzle. The head 
is rather long, the eye is full, the ears of 
medium size and more or less erect, al-

THE SAANEN. 

The Saanen or Geesenay goat is larger 
and perhaps a bit coarser than the Toggen- 
burg, and has for its origin the Canton 
Berne in hte Saanen Valley. It is found 
in considerable numbers in the Summen- 
thal Valley where it is known as the Geese- 
nay goat. In color the Saanen is white or 
cream-colored and like the Toggenburg is 
short-haired and horniess.

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PROBLEM OF GROWERS. 


Harvey, who fe 
of the big. Falrbanke ranch on West 


Colton avenue, believes that the owner of a 
big citrus acreage in Southern California 
must plan, in the future, to depend on his 
own to produce the fertilizer 
which his trees must have. Mr. Harvey 
says that for several years the big citrus 
growers have realized that the fertilizer 
market was reaching such a state that they 
would have to produce their own fertilizer 
and that most of them are doing it to a 
considerable extent now. The purchase of 
manure at a reasonable price is something 
that is not possible any more, Mr. Harvey 
says. As a result, the dig citrus holders 
have been forced into producing it. They 
are using a certain amount of commercial 
fertilizer, but all of them realize that ant 
mal offal must be had, if the trees are to 
be kept in the best condition. 

Mr. Harvey started in with hogs. He has 
tested hog manure thoroughly, and with 200 
hogs on his ranch, has found that they will 
produce a quality of fertilizer that meets 
his purposes well. But he has aleo found 
that it is not wise to depend on er 
0 
planning to install a herd of cattle on the 
ranch, and will increase this herd until the 
fertilizer realized fro it will ber“ to pay 
the cost of keeping the cattle. Then he 


plans to get a big flock of hens and with. 


the three, he believes that he can get prac- 
tically enough well-balanced fertilizer to 
feed the 110 acres of bearing citrus trees in 
the ranch. 

A trip through the Redlands district has 
developed that practically all of the large 
growers of citrus fruits have come to Mr. 
Harvey's way of thinking. Many big grow- 
ers now have herds of cows, a lot of hogs 
or large flocks of hens. As a result of the 
careful feeding of the soil, too, the trees of 
the Redlands citrus district are showing up 
greener, with a healthier spread, aud more 
new growth than they have done for years.

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HAS been said that Ventura county has 
more motor trucks for farm use than any 
other county in the State, considering the 

area of the county. Being a rich county, 
this statement is likely true. Then, too, 
the roads are unusually good throughout 
the county. Good roads are one of the es- 
sentials to the success of motor trucks. A 
mule team will haul “over” roads of any 
kind and “get away” with it, a team of 
horses will do almost as well, but real suc- 
cess with the truck calls for good roads in 
all kinds of weather. 

During the hauling season for walnuts 
and beans in the county fully two-thirds of 
the hauling is done with trucks. Inter- 
Viewing the ranchers, who do their hauling 
with horses, we find that they, too, would 
use trucks, Dut own horses and feel that 
they can't afford to feed them without ob- 
taining as much use as possible from them. 

Tet many of them complain of paved roads 
being hard on their horses. Again, we find 
the man who needs the truck: in fact, 
would purchase one, but can’t afford the 
purchase price. However, after interview- 
ing the rancher who owns à truck, doing 
his own, as well as his neighbors’ hauling, 
we are fully convinced that every real farm, 
large and small, needs a truck of some kind, 
almost as much as it needs a drag or a 
cultivator.

During the remainder of 1919 Mr. Smith 
enough to pay one-third of the 
actual purchase price of the truck, besides 
doing his own hauling. In 1920 he cleared 
another third. He does not expect to do 
outside hauling in 1921, so with this fact in 
view, he maintains that the actual pur- 
chase price of his truck, was just a third of 
the price set by the company selling the 
truck, When I asked Mr. Smith if he 
thought his motor truck was worth the ex 
tra work he had been compelled to do, he 
said quite emphatically, “I surely do! I've 
got my truck now, and didn't go into debt 
to get it either. I couldn't along with- 
out it.” 

Another rancher, who has a large ranch, 
maintains that he saves the purchase price 
every year on his truck, considering the 
time that is saved. In hauling his beans to 
the warehouse, he made four trips with the 
truck, where he formerly had made only 
oné trip with a team. He uses the truck on 
the ranch almost daily during the busy sea- 
son, maintaining that a saving of several 
dollars a day is realized in the saving of 
time and wages.

VARIOUS FARM JOBS 
REQUIRE POWER UNITS. 


With the introduction of practical types of 
mechanical power on farms, the farmer must 
face the question of whether he should sub- 
stitute the tractor for some of his horses. If 
he decides to introduce the tractor, he must 


determine what combination of horse and 


mechanical power will be the most profitable 


questions accurately requires reliable infor- 
mation as to all the facts involved. 

The choice of sources of farm power de- 
pends upon their relative profitableness. To 
determine which is the more profitable, it is 
necessary to consider many factors, among 
which are the power requirements of the 
farm, the size of the power units required, 
the quality of work to be accomplished, the 
displacement, of one form of power by the 
application of another, the total possible 
utilization of each form of power, the com- 
parative cost of operations with the different 
forms of power, the relation between the 
kind of power and the effectiveness of farm 
labor, and the effect upon the profits of the 
farm as a whole. 

The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture has made a study of power units on a 
number of representative farms with a view 
to showing how the various farm operations 
create demands for different sized power 
units, and to what extent power require 
ments are influenced by the type of farming. 
The results of this study, summarized in a 
publication entitled The Horse Power Prob- 
lem on the Farm,” will be found of value to 
the farmer who is contemplating a change | 
iu the form of power used on his farm.

Mr. Mowry dis- 
covered that the main consideration in us- 
tractors on hillsides ig that the power 
of the engine and the size and shape of the 
hill must permit of easy turning of the 
tractor. Many farmers are of the opinion 
that the danger of upsetting the tractor is 
paramount, but the experience of this 
farmer showed that the danger of upsetting 
does not exist for a good driver with the 

rity of tractors. Long before actual 
tilfing over threatens, other troubles will 
stop the use of the tractor, he found. He 
selected a machine that had great width 
between the wheels, and his experience 
brought out that the motor governor, shape 
of his oil pan, and the size and shape of hia 
lugs had a lot to do with adapting ma- 
chines to plowing for grain on hilisides. 
He found that his tractor had such great 
power that a 4 per cent slope made no ap- 
preciable difference in the power required.

THEN THE TRACTOR. 


This Ventura county farmer was induced 
to try out a tractor on his farm. At first 
he had his doubts about the ability of the 
machine to operate on the side hills. But 
Mr. Mowry is of the progressive type of 
farmer who is “willing to try anything 
once,” in his effort to increase farm yields 
He bought a 
medium weight tractor which has a draw- 
bar pull of fifteen horsepower. Mr. Mowry 
says the machine does not actually displace 
fifteen horses, but now does the work of 
twelve horses, and does it better. 

The machine gave him trouble right. at 
the start. Owing to a bad fit on a rod 
bearing, it burned out during the first week 
of operation. This tractor owner found 
that it was a comparatively easy job to put 
in a new bearing cap, which he procure 
from the dealer, and the delay was ot 
two days’ duration. The tractor dea». 
claimed that the machine should have boon 
run with considerably less than its rcted 
load for the first few days, in order to 
“break it in properly.” Mr. Mowry co 
fessed that he had compelled the machine 
to pull its maximum load most of the timo 
for three days at the start, and admitted 
that he would not have treated his auto- 
mobile that way during the first week of 
its operation, but would have driven it 
slowly and with due regard for the “break- 
ing in.” Since that rod bearing burned out 
Mr. Mowry has had no trouble with his 
machine that he could not repair within an 
r. himself. 
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little more fuel was required, but no labor- 
ing was noticed. The motor labored some- 
what on uphill turns on an 18 per cent 
slope, and at times Mr. Mowry was com- 
pelled to lift out his plows, or otherwise 
maneuver them on this slope at the very 
top edge of his culticated area. This grade 
was the great exception in his operations, 
and he had seldom used horses on that 

r part of the work, preferring to 
let it go unplanted year after year. 

It was folly, he found, to attempt to op- 
erate a tractor over that portion of his 
land containing tight stones, and he found 
it paid to remove these stones to a central 
heap before the tractor passed over the 
ground. A big stone, he found, diverted 
the course of his tractor ten feet down hill 
on one occasion. He used orchard dyna- 
mite on one large stone with success.

enough to consider my test both satisfactory 
and scientific. I*was in better condition for 
such work at the end than at the begintiing. 

“It is certain that a large amount of 
energy was used in the work, and that 
none of the energy was from any of the 
animal products. And it is probable that 
the success was due in some measure te 
proper conservation and direction of energy. 

“To me such practical application of 
knowledge is more important and interesting 
than more athletic performances. It tends 
to relieve manual labor of its troublesome- 
ness, and elevate and dignify u. In connec- 
tion with manual training in the schools 
there should be practical lessons in the 
management of the muscles.”
